CHAPTER  I. 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  Ratified. 

AN  ACT  to  ratify  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State. 

Whereas,  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
this  State,  to  wit,  on  the  third  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1873,  an 
act  was  passed  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  seventeenth 
section  of  the  second  article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State, 
which  proposed  amendment  is  in  the  words  following,  to  wit : 
**  The  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  enact  a  general  in- 
corporation act  to  provide  incorporation  for  religious,  charita- 
ble, literary  and  manufacturing  purposes,  for  the  preservation 
of  animal  and  vegetable  food,  building  and  loan  associations, 
and  for  draining  low  lands  ;  and  no  attempt  shall  be  made,  in 
such  act  or  otherwise,  to  limit  or  qualify  the  power  of  re- 
vocation reserved  to  the  Legislature  in  this  section,"  as  by  ref- 
erence to  the  aforesaid  act,  to  be  found  upon  page  319  of  the 
14th  volume  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  will  more  at  large  ap- 
pear :  And  Whereas,  it  appears  to  this  General  Assembly 
by  the  message  of  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  delivered  to 
both  Houses  on  the  first  day  of  this  present  session,  that  the 
said  proposed  amendment  has  been  approved  of  by  him  and 
published  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution  and  the  afore- 
said act,  which  is  satisfactory  evidence  of  due  compliance 
with  the  Constitution  in  relation  to  amendments  thereof: 
And  Whereas,  in  the  opinion  of  this  General  Assembly,  the 
said  amendment  is  a  proper  one,and  ought  to  be  ratified  by  it, 
that  it  may  become  part  of  the  Constitution  :  Now,  THERE- 
FORE, in  order  to  make  such  ratification,

be  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  by  way 
of  amendment  and  addition  to. the  seventeenth  section  of  the 
second  article  thereof 
"      Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  any  publi- 
cation of  the  said  Constitution  hereafter  to  be  made  by  au- 
thority of  lav,   the  said  amendment  shall  be  incorporated 
„  therein  as  part  of  the  said  section  and  article,  by  way  of  ad- 
dition to  said  section.

one  commissioner  of  the  Levy  Court  and  Court  of  Appeal 
shall  be  elected  for  Appoquinimink  hundred,  as  formed  by  this 
act.  But  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  in  any 
manner,  the  office  of  any  commissioner  of  the  Levy  Court  or 
Court  of  Appeal,  in  Appoquinimink  hundred,  as  now  exist. 

Section  3.  That  Appoquinimink  hundred  and  Blackbird

A.  D.  1876,  two  road  commissioners  shall  be  elected  for  each 
of  the  hundreds  formed  by  this  act,  and  at  the  hundred  elec- 
tion, in  the  year  A.  D.  1878,  one  road  commissioner  shall  be 
elected  for  each  of  the  hundreds  aforesaid.  But  this  section 
shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  in  any  manner  the  office  of 
road  commissioner  in  Appoquinimink  hundred,  except,  how- 
ever, that  the  road  commissioner  elected  in  i874,in  each  elec- 
tion district  of  Appoquinimink  hundred,  shall,  after  the  hun- 
dred election  aforesaid  in  the  year  A.  D.  1876,  duly  exercise 
jurisdiction  in  the  hundred  in  which  they  respectively  reside. 
The  road  commissioners  shall,  until  after  the  hundred  election 
aforesaid,  in  i876,alternately  meet  in  the  two  hundreds  formed 
by  this  Act. 

Section  4.  That  the  assessment,  levying  and  collection  of 
taxes  in  the  said  hundreds  hereby  formed  by  this  act,  until 
the  month  of  February,  A.  D.  1876,  shall  be  made  in  the  same 
manner  as  heretofore,  and  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  in  no  way 
impair  the  right  of  any  collector  to  complete  the  collection  of 
duplicates  or  assessments  in  his  hands  for  collection,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre-  M?"|*°^  *** 
sentatives  of  the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  mety  for  the  site 
That  whenever  the  United  States  shall  desire  to  acquire  a  title  hou^&^^ 
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to  land  of  any  kind  belonging  to  this  State,  whether  covered 
by  the  navigable  waters  within  its  limits  or  otherwise,  for  the 
site  of  any  light-house,  beacon,  life  saving  station,  or  other 
aid  to  navigation,  and  application  is  made  by  a  duly  authoriz- 
ed agent  of  the  United  States,  describing  the  site  or  sites 
required  therefor,  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  be  author- 
ized to  convey  such  site  or  sites  to  the  United  States,  and  to 
cede  to  the  United  States,  jurisdiction  over  the  same  ;  Provi- 
ded that  no  single  tract  desired  for  any  light-house,  beacon, 
or  other  aid  to  navigation  shall  contain  more  than  ten  acres, 
or  for  any  life-saving  station  more  than  one  acre. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.    That  all  the  lands, 

!^    rights  and  privileges  hereby  authorized  to  be  ceded,  and  all 

"'P*  the  buildings,  structures,  improvements,  and  property  of  every 

kind  erected  and  placed  thereon  by  the  United  States  shall 

be  exempt  from  taxation  so  long  as  the    same  shall  be  used 

for  the  purposes  before  mentioned. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  in 
no  mannef  abrogate  or  interfere  with  the  jurisdiction  and 
right  of  this  State  to  serve  and  execute  any  legal  process,  civil 
or  criminal,  within  the  limits  of  any  tract  of  land  hereby 
Jd  authorized  to  be  ceded  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  ;  and  that 
^7e.  the  title  to  any  land  hereby  authorized  to  be  ceded  as  afore- 
said, shall  escheat  and  revert  to  the  State,  unless  the  con- 
struction thereon  of  the  light-house,  beacon,  life  saving  station, 
or  other  aid  to  navigation,  for  which  it  is  ceded,  shall  be  com- 
menced within  two  years  after  such  conveyance  shall  be  made, 
and  shall  be  completed  within  ten  years  thereafter  ;  and 
this  act  shall    take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Section   i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re  pre* 
sentatives  of  the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met. 
That  whenever  the  United  States  are  desirous  o.f  purchasing  JJndemn?nf 
any  tract  of  land  not  exceeding  ten  acres,  and  the  right  of  **"^.  ****' ?*

way  thereto  within  the  limits  of  this  State  for  the  erection  ofUghthou«e». 
a  lighthouse,  beacon  light,  range  light  or  light-keeper's  dwell-  **^ 
ing,  and  thattthe  owner  or  owners  are  unknown,  non-residents 
or  minors,  or  from  any  cause  are  incapable  of  making  a  perfect 
title  to  said  lands,  or  in  case  the  said  owners  being  residents, 
and  capable, shall.from  disagreement  in  price,or  from  any  cause 
whatever,  refuse  to  convey  said  lands  to  the  United  States,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  justice  of  the  peace  residing  in  the  justices  of 
hundred  wherein  said  land  or  lands  is  situated,  if  there  be  any,  shli^*^ 
if  not,  then  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace  residing  in   the  *pp*»p^"<>ii, 
county  wherein  said  land  is  situated,  upon  the  application  ofhSld^tr*" 
the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land,  or  any  agent  of  the  United  d^ag^' 
States,  to  appoint  six  judicious  and  impartial  freeholders  resid- 
ing in  the  hundred  wherein  said  land  is  situated,  who  shall, 
after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  and  due  notice  given  to 
parties  interested  if  their  residence  be  known,  go  upon  the  t^e""rti« 
said  land  at  the  time  designated  in  such  notice,  and  assess  the  interested 
value  of  said  land    and    the    damages   which    the   owner   or 
owners   may  sustain  by  reason    of   their    condemnation  and 
appropriation  to   the  United  States.     It  shall  also   be  their  FrcehoMe« 
duty  to  locate  the  right  of  way  thereto  and  assess  the  damages  th^rSght^** 
which  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lands  on  which  or  over  which  ^4£/3fe 
such  right  of  way  shall  be  located  will  sustain  thereby.

found  guilty  of  lewd  or  refractory  or  incorrigible  conduct.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatii^es  of 
the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  (two  thirds  of 
each  branch  concurring  therein.)  , 

Certain  dis-  SECTION  I.  That  ScHool  Districts,  Nos.  14,  15,  110  and  112, 
ttfcte  <^Mii.  which  now  receive  the  benefits  of  the  schools  kept  in  said  dis- 
mcorpom-  tricts,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  incorporated  into  one 
Goveniment  consolidated  district,to  be  governed  and  managed  by  a  board 
of  public  education,  consisting  of  twelve  members,  to  be  elect- 
ed as  hereinafter  provided.

CHAPTER  120. 

CORPORATIONS. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Peninsula  Agricultural  and  Pomological  Asso- 
ciation ; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  two  thirds  (|)  of 
each  branch  thereof  concurring^ 

tor*.  Section  i.  That  Charles  Beaston,  J.  Thomas  Budd,  William

they  are  hereby  ordained  and  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate 
and  politic  by  the  name  of  *'The  Peninsula  Agricultural  and 
Pomological  Association,"  to  be  located  in  the  county  of 
New  Castle,  and  State  of  Delaware,  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
couraging and  promoting  agriculture,  horticulture,  mechanics

the  same  name  the  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual  succession  Corporate 
and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all^'*'*" 
courts  of  record  and  elsewhere,  and  to  purchase,  receive,  lease, 
rent,  have,  hold  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  successors,    real 
and  personal  estate  of  every  kind  whatsoever,  and  the   same 
to  grant,  mortgage,  sell,  aliene,  and  dispose  of,  and  to.  declare 
dividends  of  such  portions  of  the  profits  of  the  said   society  as 
they  may  deem  proper  ;  also  to  make   and    have  a   common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  also  to 
make  and  ordain  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government 
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of  the  said  corporation  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  gener- 
ally to  do  all  and  singular,  the  matters  and  things  which  to 
them  it  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do  for  the  well  being  and 
ordering  of  the  same.

Jr.,  Charles  C.  Stockley  and  Edward  Hitchens,  and  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  and 
declared  to  be  a  body  politic  in  law,  by  the  name  of  **  Old  Do- 
minion Steamship  Company,"  and  by  said  name  to  have  suc- 
cession, to  make  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
alter  at  pleasure,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended 
in  law  and  equity,  in  all  courts  whatsoever.  That  its  capital

AN  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Delaware  city  and  New  Castle  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep-

following  :  "and  the  said  harbor  master  shall  have,  receive, 
and  collect  of  and  from  all  vessels  hauling  into  the  harbor,  or 
making  use  of  the  wharves  and  docks  of  the  same,  a  certain 
sum,  to  be  fixed  by  the  city  council  of  New  Castle,  who  shall 
regulate  the  amount  of  the  same,  and  the  payment  of  which 
amount,  may  be  enforced  by  distress  under  the  warrant  of 
the  harbor  master,  in  which  case  the  vessel  so  distrained  upon, 
shall  pay  all  just  costs  ;  the  said  distress  shall  be  made  by  any 
constable  ;  the  city  council  of  New  Castle,  may,  by  ordinance, 
give  full  power  and  authority  to  the  harbor  master  to  regu- 
late and  direct  the  docking  and  hauling  of  vessels  in  the  said 
harbor,  and  may  impose  penalties  for  not  obeying  the  same.

successors  in  office,  land,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods, 
chattels  and  cfTccts  of  what  kind,  nature  or  qualities  soever, 
and  the  same  tosell,  grant,demtse,  aliene  or  dispose  of,  to  sue 
ant}  to  be  sued,  to  plead  and  to  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be 
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defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  or  any  other  place 
whatsoever,  and  also  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  change,  alter  and  renew  at  their  pleasure, 
and  have  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  cor- 
poration or  body  politic.

Section  4.  Every  officer  of  said  city,  before  he  enters  uponoath«»f

customers,  and  would  injure  his  business.  The  term  custom- 
ers, shall  be  taken  to  include  all  who  have  occasion  for  enter- 
tainment or  refreshment. 

And  be  it  further  enacted ^  That  the  proprietor 
Ac,  not***  of  a  theatre,  or  other  public  place  of  amusement,  shall  not  be 
jSS{?2min  ^^l'&^^  to  receive  into  his  show,  or  admit  into  the  place  where 
p«w»^       he  is  pursuing   his   occupation,    any   person  whose   presence 

there  would  be  offensive  to  the  major  part  of  his  spectators 

or  patrons,  and  thereby  injure  his  business. 

c^rieimof  Section  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  carriers  of  pas- 
pM««g»  sengers  may  make  such  arrangements  in  their  busine.ss,  as  will, 
aFLticJ&  if  necessary,  assign  a  particular  place  in  their  cars,  carriages 
aJ^'ete.?*"^^  boats,  to  such  of  their  customers  as  they  may  choose  to 
J^«^j^'  place  there,  and  whose  presence  elsewhere  would  be  offensive 
to  the  major  part  of  the  traveling  public,  where  their  busi- 
ness is  conducted,  Provided,  however,  that  the  quality  of  the 
accommodation  shall  be  equal  for  all,  if  the  same  pricie  for  car- 
riage is  required  from  all.

Whereas,  by  the  first  sentence  of  the  ninth  article  of  the 
Constitutionof  this  State,  it  is  provided  that  **The  General  As- 
sembly, whenever  two-thirds  of  each  House  shall  deem  it  nec- 
essary, may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Governor,  propose 
amendments  to  this  Constitution,  and  at  least  three  and  not 
more  than  six  months  before  the  next  general  election  of  rep- 
resentatives, duly  publish  them  in  print  for  the  consideration  of 
the  people  ;  and  if  three-fourths  of  each  branch  of  the  Legisla- 
ture shall,  after  such  an  election,  and  before  another,  ratify  the 
said  amendments,  they  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses as  parts  of  the  constitution.*' 

And  whereas,  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  of  this 
State,  an  act  was  passed  in  the  words  following,  to  wit  :  **An 
act  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  for  the  pur- 
pose of  empowering  the  legislature  to  enact  a  general  incor- 
poration law. 
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Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate jind  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  ntet, 
(two-thirds  of  each  House  deeming  it  necessary  and  concurring 
Herein,  and  by  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  Governor),  That 
the  following  amendment  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  proposed 
to  the  seventeenth  section  of  the  second  article  of  the  consti- 
tution of  this  state,  to  wit,  by  adding  to  the  said  section,  the 
following  words,  subject  to  the  provisions  aforesaid  :  The 
Legislature  shall  have  power  to  enact  a  general  incorporation 
act,  to  provide  incorporation  for  religious,  charitable,  literary, 
and  manufacturing  purposes,  for  the  preservation  of  animal 
and  vegetable  food,  building  and  loan  associations,  and  for 
draining  low  lands  ;  and  no  attempt  shall  be  made,  in  such  act 
or  otherwise,  to  limit  or  qualify  the  power  of  revocation  re- 
served to  the  legislature  in  this  section. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Secretary  of 
State  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed,  after  the  Governor  shall 
have  approved  the  above  proposed  amendment  and  this  act, 
duly  to  publish  the  above  proposed  amendment  and  this  act, 
in  two  or  more  newspapers  in  this  State  for  the  consideration 
of  the  people  of  this  State,  at  least  three,  and  not  more  than 
six  months,  before  the  next  general  election  for  senators  and 
representatives  in  this  State." 

And  whereas  it  appears  by  the  message  from  His  Excellency, 
Governor  Ponder,  received  on  the  fifth  instant,  that  the  afore- 
said amendment  was  approved  by  him  and  has  been  duly  pub- 
lishea  in  compliance  with  the  requirement  of  the  constitution 
and  the  aforesaid  act  of  assembly  ;  It,  therefore,  appearing 
that  the  constitutional  provision  above  set  forth,  has  been 
complied  with,  and  nothing  now  remains  to  be  due,*  but  to 
ratify  or  reject  the  said  amendment,  now,  therefore.

CHAPTER  435. 

RAILROADS. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  purchasers  of  the  Wilmington  and  Reading  / 

Railroad. 

Whereas,  under  and  by  force  of  a  decree  of  the  Circuit

CHAPTER  436. 


RAILROADS. 


AN  act  to  incorporate  the  Delmar  and  Millsborough  Railroad  Company. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives  of  the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met^ 
{with  the  concurrence  of  two- thirds  of  each  branch  of  the  Legis- 
lature,^ That  Joseph  Ellis,  of  W.,  John  Ward,  George  H. 
Hearn,  Levi  C.  Calaway,  Benton  H.  Gordy,  Cyrus  Ward, 
Joseph  G.  White,  Elijah  H.  Warrington,  Cyrus  W.  Cannon, 
Lamberson  Collins,  Isaac  B.  Short,  Shadrach  Short,  Elijah 
Hudson,  John  B.  Gunby,  Isaac  Wooten,  Samuel  J.  Gray,  Wil- 
liam E.  Cannon,  Elijah  W.  Collins,  Elijah  C.  Short,  William 
S.  Phillips,  William  H.  Betts,  Tilman  S.  Johnson,  Joshua 
Phillips,  Joseph  S.Jones,  Samuel  B.  West,  Isaac  S.  Jones  and 
James  R.  Legates, be  and  they  are  hereby,appointed  commis- 
o^n'b^ks  sioners,  to  do  and  perform  the  several  things  hereinafter 
mentioned  :  that  is  to  to  say,  they  or  a  majority  of  them  shall 
procure  and  cause  to  be  opened,  at  such  times  and  places  and 
on  such  notice  as  they  may  deem  proper,  suitable  books  for 
subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  The  Delmar  and  Millsborough 
Railroad  Company,  and  they  shall  permit  all  persons  of  lawful 
age  to  subscribe  in  said  books,  in  their  own  names  or  in  the 
name  of  any  other  person  or  company  who  may  authorize  the 
same,  for  any  number  of  shares  in  said  stock.  The  capital 
stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  thousand 
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dollars,  divided   into  twenty   thousand  shares  of  twenty-five  ^^'^'^ 
dollars  each. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  as  aforesaid.  That 
when  and  as  soon  as  four  hundred  shares   of  capital  stock  in

the  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be   able  Perpetual 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be   impleaded  in   all   courts  oC^^^^ 
record   and   elsewhere,  and  to  purchase,  receive,  have,   hold 
and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors,  real  and  personal  es- 
tate of  every  kind  whatsoever,  and  the  same  to  grant,  mort- 
gage, sell,  aliene  and  dispose  of,  and  to  declare  dividends  of  Dividends, 
such  portions  of  the  profits  of  the  company  as  they  may  deem 
proper  ;  also  to  make  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  also  to   make   and  ordain 
by-laws  and   regulations  for  the  governmefit  of  the  said  cor- 
poration not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  sin- 
gular the  matters  and  things  which  to  them  it  shall   lawfully 
appertain  to  do  for  the  well  being  and  ordering  of  the   same. 
Proinded,   that    nothing  herein   contained  shall   confer   any^'"''''*'^ 
banking  privileges  on  the  said   company,  or  any  other  liber- 
ties, franchises  or  privileges  but  those  which  are  properly  in- 
cident to  such  a  corporation.

Monday  in  January,  in  every  year,  at  Lowe's  Cross  Roads,  for*'**'^'^****^ 
the  purpose  of  electing  directors  and  for  the  transacting  of 
other  business.     In  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  regularly  Qw™"* 
convened,  those  present  may  proceed  to  business,and  all  ques- 
tions shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  given. 
All  elections  by  stockholders  shall  be  by  ballot  and  all  votes  ^^^^^^ 
shall  be  given  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  each  share  of  stock  voting, 
shall  entitle  the  owner  to  one  vote.     Occasional  meetings  of?^"**^ 
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the  stockholders  may  be  called,  and  at  such  places  as  the  pres- 
ident and  directors  may  deem  expedient. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted  as  afjresaid.  That  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  be  held  under  the  call 
of  the  sarid  commissioners,  and  every  annual  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  to  be  held  thereafter,  as  aforesaid,  they  shall 
elect  seven  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  citizens  of 
this  State,  and  all  of  them  stockholders  in  the  said  company. 
The  first  election  of  directors  shall  be  conducted  by  two  of  the 
said  commissioners,  as  the  judges  thereof,  and  all  subsequent 
elections  of  said  officers  shall  be  conducted  by  two  of  the 
stockholders  not  in  the  Board, to  be  appointed  by  the  directors, 
for  the  time  being.as  judges  for  that  purpose.  The  directors,  im- 
mediately after  their  election,  shall  proceed  to  choose  one  of 
their  number  to  be  president  of  their  company,  and  of  the  said 
Board  ;  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  until  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders,  succeeding  their  election,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  duly  chosen.

That  the 
said  president  and  directors  shall  hold  their  meetings  at  Lowe's 
Cr  /ss  Roads,  and  in  such  other  places  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient on  the  line  of  the  said  road,  and  the  said  directors 
shall  have  the  general  direction,  conduct,  and  management  of

wages  of  all  persons  employed  by  them  as  aforesaid,  and  take 
bond  from  them  or  any  of  them,  with  security  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties,  6r  contracts,  to  procure  such  ma* 
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terials,  erect  such  structures  and  buildings*  and  to  purchiase  or 
employ  such  engines,  cars,  and  other  equipments  and  supplies 
for  the  road,  and  for  that  purpose  to  make  and  enter  into  such 
contracts  and  agreements  with  other  persons  and  companies 
as  they  may  consider  expedient  and  proper  and  best  adapted 
to  promote  the  objects  and  subserve  the  interests'of  the  said 
company.

Court  for  the  District  of  Delaware  for  the  foreclosure  and  sale 
of  said  railroad  in  the  State  of  Delaware  ;  therefore.

red in  the  future,  as  that  which  has  arisen  in  the  past,  except 
such  debt  of  the  city  the  payment  of  which  shall  have  been,  or 
may  be  otherwise,  specifically  provided  for.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly^  met  two-thirds  of 
each  branch  of  the  Legislature  concurring  herein.

Section  i6.  If  any  assessor  and  collector  die,  or  remove 
froip  the  said  city  or  district  in  and  for  which  he  shall  have 
been  elected  as  aforesaid,  or  become  incapable  of  performing 
his  duties,  the  city  council  may,  upon  petition  by  the  sureties 
of  such  assessor  and  collector,  and  being  satisfied  that  it  is  a
